CHICAGO, m., July 2.—The final blow 
has been delivered by the defense in the 
famous Hearne-DeYoung libel suit, which 
is unraveling the mystery of the murder of 
Amos J. Stillwell. It came to-day here in 
this city with the testimony of Mrs. Susie 
Hayward. No one, be he friend or foe of 
Dr. Hearne, could look upon it otherwise 
‘than as most damaging. 

It did not come wholly as a surprise, for 
it had been foretold in the testimony given 
by Richard Stillwell in Hannibal; but such 
was the manner of its delivery, su the 
facts elicited, that it how seems almoSt im- 
possible that Dr. Hearne, together with his 
wife, can escape indictment for the start- 
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ling murder of seven years ago. It winds up 
with undoubted strength the presentation 
of evidence against these suspected persons. 

Mrs. Hayward shows, if it is to be de- 
lieved, beyond any question of a doubt, 


love with Dr. Hearne, that she confessed it

MRS. STANGE LEFT BEHIND. 


Was a Prominent Member of the Or- 
pheus Saengerbund and Son-in- 
Law of F. W. Gaertner,

Charles F. Stange, a prominent member 
of the Orpheus Saengerbund and well 
known in St. Louis, where he has resided 
over twenty years, has disappeared. Three 
weeks have passed since his wife last heard 
from him. She has closed up their little 
home at 1206 Montgomery street, and now 
resides with her paréhts, Mr. and Mrs. F. 
W. Gaertner, at 1325 Montgomery street. 

All accounts of Mr. Stange’s disappear- 
ance mention a mysterious woman, known 
only as Flora,“ who used to live on Four- 
teenth. She moved from that neighborhood 
directly after a little episode, in which 
Mrs. Stange played the part of her accus- 
er in a very emphatic manner. No one 
knows where she is now, though there are 
those who profess to believe that if her 
whereabouts could be learned Stange would 
be found 


It has been fifteen years since Stange met 


the young lady who afterward became his 
wife. Both were members of a local Ger- 
man singing society, and they were married 
shorty after. It was Mrs. Stange's second 
matrimonial venture, and she is two or 
three years older than Stange, who is about 
34. Until Stange met Flora,“ as Mrs. 
Stange’s relatives tell it, the couple were 
blissfully happy, in spite of the fact that no 
childrer blessed the union. It was djffer- 
ent afterward. Mrs, Stange soon discov- 
ered the difference and it wasn't long after 
Stange left for Texas, about two months 
ago, that she was informed that “Flora” 
had disappeared. Stange wrote to his wife 
for awhile, but his letters soon ceased, and 
then Flora“ returned to St. Louis alone. 

How Mrs. Stange ascertained the woman's 
identity and located her is not exactly clear. 
Some say by the assistance of private detec- 
tives. However, she found her, called upon 
nor and made her presence felt in a manner 
not at all relished by the “other woman.” 

In fact the neighbors of the other woman 
had something to talk about for several 
days after, and as she is credited with the 
possession of $15,000, the affair created a 
sensation among her frien as well as 
among those of Mrs, Stange.

THE POLICEMAN’S CLUB. 


Whether Officer Hammil is guilty or 
innocent, under the law, of the death of 
young Rosenberg, his trial will be pro- 
ductive of good because of the promi- 
nence it gives to the subject of the use 
of revolvers and clubs by the police. 

Tt is a common weakness of human 
nature to be puffed up with authority. 
Tt tends to make men arrogant and con- 
temptuous of the rights of others. This 
fs particularly the case with men not 
trained in the exercise of power. 

Policemen are clothed with the author- 
ity of the law. They are armed to enforce 
this authority. They have the presump- 
tion of right on their side. Dealing so 
often with rough and desperate char- 
Roters, it is natural that many should 
become brutalized and should abuse their 
power by maltreating persons under ar- 
rest and using thelr weapons without 
Sufficient cause. It is easy for a police- 
man, if he is so inclined, to give free 
rein to a cruel disposition or to use his 
official authority as an instrument of 
Private vengeance. It is necessary, 
therefore, that strict rules of conduct 
be rigidly enforced upon policemen and 
severe punishment inflicted upon those 
who violate them. Citizens are in a 
measure at their mercy. 

Chief Harrigan and Police Commis- 
sioner Lee take reasonable views of po- 
lice conduct. The Chief severely con- 
demns the use of clyb or revolver except 
under dire necessity. He says that, po- 
licemen have no right to club or shoot 
@ man because he tries to escape. Run- 
ning away is not criminal, he says, and 
he might well have added that all per- 
‘pons who are arrested are not criminals. 
They are presumably innocent until con- 
wicted of crime in court. The policeman 
has no right to usurp the powers of judge 
and jury and inflict punishment on a 
prisoner. 

Commissioner Lee makes a just plea in 
behalf of the policemen. It is true that 
they are human and are excusable for 
errors of judgment. They are subjected 
to great dangers and must often act on 
the instant under stress of excitement 
and danger. Persons who come in con- 
tact with the police must conduct them- 
selves rightly or they cannot be held 
‘guiltless of consequences. They must 
respect the law and submit to the 
Authority of the law officer. If they are

A large number, however, either through 
inability to do so, or a desire if possible to 
avoid payment, did not make good their as- 
sessments. It is against them that the 
present suits are instituted, and the m- 
surance department anticipates nq diffi- 
culty, in view of the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision, in securing judgment. 

The suits, if won, are apt to work con- 
siderable hardship on many of the defend- 
ants, as some of the claims amount to $200 
and $300 each. The law governing the cases 
is plain, however, and the money is due to 
the widows and orphans of nearly fifty 
deceased members, on whose deat the 
assessments were levied but not paid. 


ST. LOUISAN’S SPANISH CLAIM. 


Quarter of a Million Dollars Involved 
in the Case. 
In view of the recent forcing of Spain to 


settle the long-standing Mora claims, other 
claims, growing out of Cuban revolutions, 


are coming ferward, among them one in 
St. Louis. * 

When the Cespedes rebellion broke out 
in Cuba in 1868, Mr. John F. Cahill, now of 
this city, had a flourishing business in the 
City of Cardenas, Cuba. A graduate of 
pharmacy, with his — — rom one ot 
the best American colleges in the east, 
Mr. Cahill, after a couple of years’ service 
in a Spanish drug house to perfect his 
know! e of pharmaceutical nomenclature 
and the Spanish methods of doing business, 
opened a wholesale and retail drug store 
at the corner of the Calles Real and Teres, 
in Cardenas. 

Cardenas is a seaport town of some 35,000 
inhabitants, and one of the principal ports 
on the north of the island for the shipment 
of sugar and molasses to the United States 
and Europe. 

Mr. Cahill made id progress in the 
‘four years he was en ed in business 

there. The beginning of the rebellion of 
1868 found him in possession of a good an- 
nual income. is rival establishments were 
all owned by Spaniards, into whose business 

profits Mr. Cahill made inroads. His es- 
tablishment was headquarters for nearly all 
the American, Canadian and English sea 
captains, who frequented that port. Be- 
sides supplyin by wholesale a half dozen 
large sugar plantations, he established a 
distillery for the manufacture of bay-rum . 
and also a cigar factory, both of which 
yielded handsome profits. 

He harbored and aided several Americans, 
whom the Spaniards had captured, but who 
subsequently escaped, through his influence. 
This brought upon him the enmity of the 
Spanish Government, which seized his es- 
tablishment and confiscated his property in 
May, 1871. 

Mr. Cahill made repeated efforts before 
leaving Cuba to recover his property, but 
the Spaniards would not listen either to 
him or the United States Consul General's 
appeals in his behalf. 

Seeing no hope of redress, he applied for 
his passport, which the Spaniards for three 
weeks refused to give him. He finally got 
it through the personal efforts of Gen. 
Torbert, then United States Consul General, 
at Havana, and returned to America, 
broken in health, ruined in fortune and 
began life anew. In August, 1871, he entered 
his claim before the Spanish-American 
Claims Commission at Washington. This 
Commission remained in session construc- 
tively for ten years, and out of $68,000,000 
of elaims of. American citigens against 
Spain, originating out of the last Cuban 
rebellion, only a t $2,000,000 have been 
paid by Spain. 

The recent acquiesence of Spain and her 
promise to pay $1,600,000 of the $3,000,000 of 
the Mora claim, has influenced Mr. Cahill’s 
attorneys in Washington to reopen his case 
before the State Department, with favora- 
ble prospects that he will recover, after 
twenty-three years of waiting.

Like the 
famous suit of Mrs. Nellie Terry, the peti- 
tion will ask damages for the publication 
of a photograph. Unlike the picture of Mrs. 
Terry, the cause of action in the present 
case presents no beauty of face or figure, 
and is devoid of attraction. It is the pla-

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He, Together With Some of the City 
Pficials, Gives Some Details 
Regarding the Contracts. 


The vetoing of the amendment to the ap- 
propriation bill, by Acting Mayor_ Nagel, 
by which the purchase of gravel was limit- 
ed to the river screened article, has brought 
out sundry acrimonious charges and coun- 
ter-charges, some of which dre given the 
color of probability by the recent alleged 


discovery that George Lewis had given a 
gravel company credit for more gravel than 
had been delivered. 

The real meaning of the amendment in 
question is not generally understood. The 
original section in the bill appropriated 
$165,000 for Macadam, cinders, sand and 
gravel. The amendment reduced the amount 
to $150,000, of which $100,000 was for Ma- 
cadam, cinders and san and $50,000 for 
river-screened gravel. This limited all ex- 
penditures for gravel to the screened va- 
riety. It not only took from the Board of 
Public Improvements the 
selecting 
also rendered that body unable to 
gravel already contracted for and delivered. 

Up to date some $29,000 worth of gravel 
has been used in anticipation of the pass- 
age of the bill, of which about $10,000 was 
red cement gravel. As it stands, with the 
amendment vetoed, there is no money 
available to pay for the gravel, nor for 
any gravel to be delivered hereafter, as the 
original section was cancelled by the 
amendment. It will be necessary to pro- 
vide for this by special appropriation. 

The intimation that there was a job in 
this amendment in the interest of a 
screened gravel combine, led to the use of 
Delegate Watson's name in connection with 
it, as he was, and his father, Selma Wat- 
son still is, interested in gravel. 

Delegate Watson denies this. He said 
that he had no interest in the matter, and 
as for his father, he was equally interest 
in all three varieties of the gravel used, 
so that it could make no difference to 
him in any event. Mr. Watson said, how- 
ever, that if there was any pull, the red 
gravel men seemed to have it; that Capt. 
Macklind, Superintendent of Streets, a year 
or two ago told him that red gravel was 
no good, but that now he was advocating 
its use, and was ying more for it than 
for screened gravel, although the former 
could be gotten out cheaper. 

Capt. Macklind was seen and denied that 
he had ever told Mr. Watson that red gra- 
vel was no good. Different gravels are 
used, according to the season of the year, 
and the uses they are put to,” said ws 
Macklind. “Red gravel makes a good bin- 
der, but not a good surface, except in sum- 
mer. We do not use red gravel at the 
approach of winter, when snow and hard 
rains are expected, because it has a ten- 
dency to clog and cling to the wheels of 
vehicles. It makes a good surface in sum- 
mer and a top dressing carn be put on later. 
We do not discrimimate against any par- 
ticular kind of gravel. We use red, gray 
and screened gravel as they are required.” 

Pres- dent McMath ‘said: The. gravel 
question has gtven us a great deal of trouble 
and the Watsons have done a great deal of 
complaining. Selma Watson had tne con- 
tract for red gravel two or three years ago, 
and he complained that no red gravel was 
ordered the whole time he had the con- 
tract. He made charges that discrimination 
was made, and also that by connivance win 
inspectors the city was paying for more 
gravel than it was getting. The matter was 
never investigated because he never made 
specific charges in such shape that taey 
could be investigated. They were all gen- 
eral charges, made to me on the street 
and elsewhere. The objection to the amend- 
ment was that the House undertook to arro- 
gate to itself the right to dictate what ma- 
terial should be used, taking the matter out 
of the hands of the board, where it belongs. 
Besides, it stopped payment for gravel -.l- 
ready contracted for.’’ 

Acting Mayor Nagel refused to discuss the 
matter. It w@uld be improper for him to 
do so, he said? His veto message contained 
all that it was necessary to say. 

Later in the day Selma Watson, whose of- 
fice is at Spring avenue and the raflroad 
tracks, was seen. He denied having any in-

The St. Louis Poor-house is always over- 
crowded. It would not be if the pauper in- 
sane were otherwise disposed of. It is an 
outrage to put upon that institution hun- 
dreds of crazy people, for whom no other 
provision can be made there than that of 
clothing and feeding: them. * 

At the last session of the General As- 
sembly a law was enacted prohibiting coun- 
ty courts in Missouri from withdrawing 
from the State insane asylums any person 
not regularly discharged by the asylum au- 
thorities. This was intended to encourage 
county courts to send pauper insane to the 
asylums, but it is now feared the reverse 
will be the result. Because, if the county 
courts can have ho control over their pauper 
insane after they have once forwarded them 
to the proper institutions, it is thought they 
will hold on to them and forward them to 


their own wretc poor farms, where there 
will be no special expense attached to their 


The law should have provided that no 
county court should have he power to com- 
mit insane paupers to poor houses or farms, 
but that every person found to be insane 
should be sent at once to the nearest insane 
asylum and the expense of his or her keep- 
ing be paid for by the county, unless rela- 
tives or friends could be found who will as- 
sume such indebtedness. Putting 
Sane and insane together is a terrib 
ishment for poverty, which some 
Charles Dickens will depict, and then there 
will be a great upheaval of public sentiment 
and a t overturning of alms houses.

Youth and Haary Age Have Issued

n the past fortnight a youngster of 4 
years has appea th a challenge to 
meet any bicyclist of his age; about the 
same time a man of 79 years, who lives up 
the State, came out th a similar offer.

Dispute Over Possession of a Lot Leads 
to Blows and Blood. 


Blood, bones, boots and hair and hide 
were scattered around promiscuously dur- 
ing a scrimmage in the yards of the bicycle 
riding schools at the southwest corner of 


ner the International Wheel Co. has 3 
bicycle store, and in the lot adjoining the 
company has a track where they teach 
tyros to ride the wheel. A rival concern 
has started another track just west, and a 
controversy has arisén over the possesion 
of a strip of ground lying between the two 
track yards. 


B. F. and Monroe Horton, brothers, com- 
pose the International Wheel Co. They em- 
ployed E. Hendrick, a Class B bicycle man, 
as a salesman and instructor. ut Hen- 
drick had a quarrel with his employers, and 
he left their services. Casting his eye on 
the vacant ground lying west of the Hor- 
ton Brothers’ place, Hendrick decided that it 
was a fine location for a bicycle training 
track and he made arrangements with Can- 
fiel@ & Sachtleben, bicycle dealers on North 
Seventh street, to manage a track for them 
on this property. 

Judge Withrow owns the store and the 
fifty feet of ground occupied by the Hortons, 
West of this fifty-foot lot, on which the 
Hortons have their track, lies 127 feet of 
vacant ground. Of this 127 feet, 77 belongs 
to Clinton L. Plant, and the fifty feet be- 
tween the Plant and the Withrow lots is 
the property of Mise Maria C. Gregory. 
Canfield & 
the Plant lot from Charles Bailey, real 
estate agent, who acted for the St. Louis 
Trust Co., the curator for young Plant. 
They sought to obtain à lease of the Gregory 
lot, but learned that Miss Gregory is in 
Europe, and simply took possession of her 
property. In this way they secured 127 feet 
of ground altogether, upon which they con- 
structed a fine bicycle track, much longer 
than the rival track of the Hortons. 

When the Hortons saw this they sought 
to lease the ground from under Canfield & 
Sachtleben. he Hortons obtained a lease 
from the St. Louis Trust Co., curator of 
young Plant, on the seventy-seven feet, but 
the rust 3 did not know that 
Charles Bailey had previously leased the 
game ground to Canfield & Sachtleben, and 
the Hortons were cut out on theinvalidity of 
the lease. They next attempted to get the 
Gregory lot, lying’ between the Plant lot 
and their own track on the Withrow lot. 
The Hortons assert that they obtained a 
lease on this. fifty feet from Charles R. 
Gregory, First Vice President of the H. T. 
Simon-Gregory Dry ‘Goods Co., who has 
been given the 2 of attorney to act 
for his sister, Miss Gregory, the owner of 
the Canfield & Sachtleben say they 
have possession of the fot, are willing to pay 
rent for it, and, so far as they can learn, 
there is mo record that Miss Gregory's 
brother has the power of attorney to act 
for her, and therefore they will Stay. 

A board fence separated the Withrow and 
Gregory lots. The Hortons hired some 
laborers Friday to tear down this fence 
preparatory to moving it fifty feet farther 
west and taking possession of the fifty- 
foot Gregory lot being used by their rivals. 
But the Canfield faction was vigilant and 
would not allow the fence to be built across 
their track. They had a wagon and team 
on hand and attempted to haul away the 
oards from the wrecked fence. Bert 
lackman, salesman for the Hortons, and 
E. Hendrick, manager for the Canfield 
track, came to blows. Then Canfield’s hired 
help and the laborers of the Hortons en- 
tered into a fist fight. Six policemen 
swooped down and separated the com- 
batants. No arrests were made. 

The Canfield faction has erected a tent 
on the fifty-foot strip and two or three 
men, armed with guns and baseball bats, 
sleep there every night to hold possession, 
The police department has detailed an offi- 
cer to remain on the unds every d to 
give the alarm in the ent of a fight. e 
Hortons have employed a lawyer, and the 
matter will be settled i court. 

In the meantime, est End young ladies 
in bloomers are tumbling in somersaults 
while learning to ride the wheel on both the 
rival tracks.

NEW YORK, July: 20.—The fact that the 
stock market has relapsed into normal dull- 
ness is proving very dampening to the pir- 
its of the rank and file of the street. The 


future course of the market is now. wrap 
up primarily in the chances fer a success- 


ful harvest and apparently the business im- | 


provement has proceeded as far as it can 
with safety in the absence of certainty as to 
the outcome of the crops. After the harvests 
there remain, as heretofore, other matters 


that must develop or be 2 t to pass 
which will have a favorable effect on the 
situation, and in fact the only unfavorable 
feature at present in the outlook is a very 
remote one, namely that arising from pos- 
sible injudicious financial legislation. Re- 
ports from all quarters show that however 
qualified by the midsummer season, the im- 
provement and expansion in business are 
wonderfully sustained, and that the condi- 
tions in the iron industry, the most import- 
ant of all, continue buoyant. 

Merchants are beginning to send out trav- 
elers, and according to the technical trade 
journals all of the incoming reports show 
that while the slight degree of hesitancy 
due to remaining uncertainty as to the 
crops still tends to restrict business, the 
sentiment is everywhere prevalent that the 
country’s fall trade will strike a high aver- 
age, a larger one, in fact, than has been re- 
corded in the last three vears. 

The best index, after all, of what may be 
expected in this respect is furnished by 
the drooping prices witnessed on the com- 
mercial exchanges. To the midsummer sea- 
son also must be attributed the present 
apparent stagnation inthe reorganization of 
the various insolvent corporations. To those 
more familiar with the situation, however, 
the stagnation is much more apparent than 
real, for hard and honest work is going on 
all the time to bring order out of the 
chaos now present in many of these cases. 
The current stock market has become pro- 
fessional to a degree not existing before 
during the past six months. In these cir- 
cumstances the professionals,who are alone 
active in the market. have naturally turned 
their attention to the industrials, in which, 
for obvious reasons, their mantpulations 
can be conducted with the greatest safety.
